Control and Inspection) Act. 1963 (22 of 1963), and after previous publication as required 
l:y i nle I I of [he l.xporl ftjuulity C ontrol and Inspection) Kiiles, 1964, the (lentnil 
t n)'. LI itinenl, bciiiy ot opjnion that it K necessary or cx|)edient ' O to ilo for the develop- 
nient ni the export trade ul India, hereby-- 

(1) nolilie.s that vinvl film and shcelins shall be Minjeei lu riiiality control and ins]iec- 
tion prior to export; 

(ll specifies the type of quality control and in.spcction in accordance tvith the 
Export of Vinyl Film and Sheeting (In.spection) Rules, 1969 as the type of 
inspection which would be applied to .such vinyl film and shcciintt pi ior to 
their exjxtrl; 

(3) rcorgimises the .specifications u.s declared by the oxpoiler to be the agreed 

specifications in the export contract for vinyl film and sheeting. 

(4) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of such vinyl rilm 

and sliceting tJnIe,s,s the same are accompanied by a certificate of inspection 
issn,' l,_\ an agency recognised by the Central Government under section 7 
of the Exixtrt (Oiialily Control and Inspection) Act. 1963 (22 of 1963) to 
(he effect that vinyl film and .sheeting satisfy the conditions lelating to quality 
control anil insDcclion as applicable to them ;md are export-worthy, 

2. Nothing in this notificLidon shall tipply to the axpoi't by .sea. land or air of samples 
of vinyl film and sltccfinit l,.' prospective buyers. 
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3. In this notification ‘vinyl film and sheeting* means printed or imprinted, unsupported 
fieitlble vinyl film and sheeting of laminated or unlaminatcd types. 

4. This notification shall come into force on the 1st April, 1969.

S.O. 456* —^In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Export (Oua^ 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby recognises 
the following Inspection Agencies for quality control and inspection of vinyl film and 
sheeting prior to flteir export, namely ;— 

(1) Export Inspection Agency-Cochin, Manohar Building, Mahatma Gandhi Road, 

Cochin-ll. 

(2) Export Inspection Agency-Maidras. ‘World Trade Centre', 123, Mount Road, 

Madras-6, 

(3) Export Inspection Agency-Calcutta, ‘World Trade Centre', 14/TB, Ezra Street 

(10th floor), Calcutta-1. 

(4) Export Inspection Agency-Borobay, ‘Man! Mahal', 11/21, Mathew Road, 

Bombay-4. 

(5) Export Inspection Agcncy-Delhi, 6B/9, Northern Extension Area, Rajender 

Nagar, New DeltLi-5.

S-0. 457.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export (Qauilty 
Control and Inroecdon) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government hereby make* 
the following rules, namely— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rule.s may be called the Export of 
Vinyl Film and Sheeting (Inspection) Rules. 1969. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st April, 1969. 

2. Definitions.^—In these rulues. unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) 'Act' means the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963); 

(b) ‘Agency’ means any one of the Export Inspection Agencies established at 

Cochin, Madras, Calcutta, Bombay and Delhi under section 7 of the Act; 

(c) ‘Vinyl film and sheeting’ means printed or unprinted, unsupported flexible vinyl 

film and sheeting of laminated or unlaminated types. 

3. Basis of inspection.—Inspection of vinyl film and sheeting shall be carried out with 
a view to seeing that the consignment of vinyl film and sheeting Intended for export 
conforms to the specifications stipulated in the export contract as declared by the exporter. 

4. Procedure of Inspection*—(1) (a) An exporter intending to export vinyl film and 
sheeting shall give intimation in writing of his Intention so to do and submit an application 
along with the sample of vinyl film and sheeting of the same quality and design os in¬ 
tended to be exported in accordance with the specifications stipulated in the export contract 
to the Agency within whose Jurisdiction the premises of the manufacturer or the premises 
where the jioods are offered for" Inspection arc situated, in order to enable it to carry out 
the inspection in accordance with rule 3. 

(b) Tlie application shall also indicate specifications of the sample in respect of-- 
(i) the thickness of the material. 

(U) the dimensions width, quality and design. 

(2) Every Intimation and declaration under stub-rule (1) shall be given not less than ■; 
days before the expected date of shipment. 

(3) On receipt of the Intimation and declaration under sub-rule (1), the Agency shal 
inspect the consignment of vinyl film and sheeting in accordance with rule 3. 
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(4) If after inipection, the i^ency is satisfied that the consignment of vinyl film and 
sheeting conforms to the declaration relating to the consignment, it shall, within seven days, 
issue a certificate declaring the consignment as exportworthy. 

5. Place of liupoctlou.—^Every inspection under these rules shall be carried out either— 

(1) at the premises of the manufacturers of such products; or 

(2) at the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter provided adequate 

facilities for the purposes exist therein. 

6 . Inspection fee.—Subject to a minimum of Rs. 15 for each consignment, a fee at the 
rate of 30 paiso for every one hundred rupees of invoice value for each such consignment 
shall be paid as inspection fee under these rules. 

7. Appeal.—(1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal to issue a certificate under sub¬ 
rule (4) of rule 4 may, within ten days of receipt of communication of such refusal by 
him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of not less than three persons 
appointed for the purpose by the Central Government- 

12) The quorum of the panel shall be three. 

(3) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be final.
